The dead rate are skinned, and thé skins are sold 
to Paris furriers for from 1 to 4 franes 
each. They are then made up into *‘four-but- 
ton kids” and shipped to the United States. 
There is among a good many Parisians an idea,” 
said he, that we sell the tongues, kidneys, and 
hearts of horses to the butchers. This is not 
true.”

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A SUMMER-NIGHT IN PARIS: 
Paris Correspondence London Times. 

Paris seems deserted in the day time, and 
wakes up with averitabie furia Francese when 
the disappearance of the sun allows a kind of 
conventional freshness to spring up under the 
shade of night. At that hour all who have till 
then been in concealment rush into the streets. 
Everybody tries to seize upon a carriage, to 
climb an omnibus, to procure some means of 
locomotion in order to take the direction of the 
Champs Elysees, the Avenue de II mperatrice, or 
the Cascade of the Bois de Boulogne, with which 
the waterfall in the Exhibition but feeby com- 
petes. From 9 o'clock till midnight, therefore, 
it is really dangerous to cross the Boulevard 
between the Rue Laffitte and the corner of 
the Rue Royale; there is a veritable chaos 
of velucies of all kinds, which collect, get 
blocked, and come into collision. It is impos- 
sible to traverse this course without hearing the 
sound, well known here, of a massive omnibus 
crushing in its course some light vehicle im- 
prudently piaced within its reach. At this time, 
tog, large four-horsed mails are seen to descend 
from the top of the Champs LEiysees, loaded 
with foreigners in the most varied costumes and 
the most sensational head-gear,—men and wom- 
en whose vails, blue, white, green, or gray, 
wave like a parti-colored flag in the air when 
they set out in the morning in the contrary di- 
rection. They are tourists whom a private 
agency packs on special vehicles to show them 
Mont Valerien, Diogenes’ Lantern, the Villeneuve 
I Etang or St. Cloud camps, the battlefields of Ep- 
may or Buzenval,—all the spots, in short, which 
have become famous since the war of 1870, and 
who come back at night to heighten the con- 
fusion of the Champs Elysees, the refuge at 
these hours of imaginary fresbness of all that 
Paris contains of tourists and of Parisians who 
have escaped the mania for ieaving town. On both 
sides of the road the iron chairs are occupied by 
women, whose talk gives the tourists who walk 
up and down a poor idea of the bon ton and 
modest language which distinguish these i:regu- 
lars of Parisian society. Oa the right and left 
behind the fairy belt of illuminated globes, 
which represent fantastic portieoes, minarets, or 
temples, can be perceived the outdoor scenes of 
the cafes chantants. Here a woman, Of stalwart 
proportions, in rather fierce costume, on & voloci- 

de, which beads under her weight, describes 

00 figures in the limited space of a miciature 
theatre; there a fanfare de chasse, with its 
sonorous accents, arouses the neighboring 
echoes and serves as an advertisement to the 
rival cafe chantant. Some befloured acrobat 
performs contortions which are visible from 
distance, through the trees, camps, promenad- 
ers, and shadows; while in another cafe a giant- 
ess attired in a transparent dress, which keeps 
at a respectful distance from her feet, sings 
couplets in favor of the inundation of the 
South, and in the height of her enthusiasm dis- 
plays an arm which cleaves the air, the handker- 
chief in her hand looking like a microscopic 
white flag at the summit of a Maypole.

N PARIS.

Congress to the Catacombs of the 


Geographical 
French Capital: As 1 o'clock sounded the sig- 


very sensibly, put on water-proof 

cloaks, drawing the hoods over their bonnets so 
as to guard against the moisture which, after the 
heavy rains we have been having, filters 

| the roof of the catacombs. Candles 

were lighted, and one by one the 200 visitors as- 
sembied di appeared down the winding staircase, 
with ite ninety-two deep steps, which leads to 
the vaults below. Round and round, turning 
giddily, until at the end of five minutes a wel- 


fiture of those who wore new hats or light 
trousers, while here and there the gleam of the 
candies showed some patch of water, the en- 
deavors to avoid which were iudicrous. Some 
one would see a pool, make a jump to avoid it, 
aod land in another — deeper, sending up 
a shower of — which made the candles spit 
and splutter, and caused those who had been 
sprinkled inclined to use strong language. But 
as none escaped some of these mishaps, as the 
sprinkler often got sprinkled in return, good 
humor soon prev and every one at + 
careless, ploddiug along without heeding the 
miniature pouds under foot, On the wall, in- 
scriptions bearing the names of the streete 
under which the party. were showed 
the progress being made, while to the 
right sud left were galleries, into which 
no one was allowed to etrate, as in 
some cases the roof had len in, and in 
others fears were entertained that the heavy 
rains might have rendered the ies unsafe, 
After walking for about twenty minutes, the 
party balted; the ladies were invited to go to 
the the men to bring up the rear. A few 
minutes more and a door was reached, over 
which a notice had been placed saying that no 
smoking waa allowed. and that no one was permit- 
ted to touch the bones, although one would 
fancy that the latter part of the prohibition was 
superfluous except in the case of enthusiastic 
phrenologists. The procesmon reached the fu- 
neral hall, or vast ossuary, where the bones of 


the dead have been arranged in horrible order, 


with some idea of ornament, Skulls yellow with 
time, some looking like polished mobogany, 
others lke parchmeat or ivory, grinned in s 
ghastly manner at the passer-by; thigh and 
arm-bones seemed ready for the invitation 
a la valse to join in Holbein’s “ Dance 
of Death”; and many wondered if at 
the hour of midnight some strange scenes 
might not be seen in such a charnel-house. 
Who could have picked out the skull of some 
Yorick from among the thousands of jawless 
craviums which were piled up and arranged in a 
variety of devices, or have distinguished be- 
tween the bones which, according to the inscrip- 
tions over them, had come from the Cemetery 
of Innocents, from the cloisters of Sant Hon- 
ore, ete., places which have been forgotten, and 
which the present generation does not remem- 
ber. On the walle all kinds of philosophical 
inscriptions have been traced, by tne hands of 
the workmen, no doubt, as some of the axioms, 
intended to be sublime, verge ov the ridiculous, 
and would excite a smile ware e for the sol- 
emuity of the spot. Another souvenir of the 
Commune was to be found in a row of skulls 
and arm end thigh bones, which an inserip- 
tion tells us once belonged to those who were 
entombed in the Church of Saint Laurent, but 
whose sepulchres were violated by the Federal 
inaurrectionists in 1871. On quitting this charnel 
house the party retraced its steps, returning to 
the spiral stair-case by which the descent had 
been made after a visit of an hour, during which 
a distance slightly ip excess of 3 miles had been 
gone over. Up the steps out of the dark and 
moist vault smelling ke the grave, the daylight 
was hailed with delight, and although every one 
felt glad the visit had been made, every one was 
pleased it was over. Stories had been told of 
how the Communists had been lost, how their 
rutting bones are even now to be discovered 
when cempetent men explore the subterranean 
passages near Montrouge, so that each stair was 
mouated with a lighter heart, aud every one felt 
relieved when the trap-door leading to che cate- 
combs had been closed.

Mrs. Hooper, in her letter from Paris to Apple- 
tons’ Journal, says: Apropos of George Sand 
and her contributions to that periodical (the 
Revue des Deux Mondes), we are told that some 
years ago she quarreled with the editor, and only 
consented to write for it again ata rate of com- 
pensation theretofore unheard of in the annais 
of the Rerue—it paying worse, probably, than 
any other periodical of the same repute and 
prosperity. The terms she exacted were 1,000 
francs ($200) per printed sheet of the Kevue— 
which, as a sheet consists of sixteen pages, 
was only $12.50 per printed page—by 
no means an exorbitant price when the celebrity 


of George Sand asa writer is taken into con-. 


sideration. Her only English-writing rival, 
George Eliot. could probably command four 
times as much. But the price was an uubeard- 
of one for the Revue to give, and it was not with- 
out many groans and sighe that the publishers 
eonsented to her terms. It is a well-known rule 
with the editors of the Revue’des Deux Mondes 
never to pay for the first article of any author 
that appears in their pages, no matter how great 
or ane well founded the renown of that author 
may .

The Chicago Athensum is quietf¥ but very 
effectually doing a great work in this city. 
Although it has been in operation but a short 
time, it has already been placed upon a pay- 
ing basis, and will soon be able to meet all its 
current expenses from the dues of members 
without appealing to the outside public. Its 
growth in this regpect may be inferred from 
the fact that its receipts for the year ending 
August, 1874, were $3,656, whilé for the year 
ending August, 18 75, they were $6,550, or 
almost double,—an increase which also ex- 
presses the actual increase of its practical 
work. What that work is may be inferred 
from the following statements: It has a free 
reading-room open daily to the public, which 
is well supplied with the periodical hterature 
of the day; a circulating library for the use 
of its members; a chess-room, occupied by 
the Chicago Chess Club; a gymnasium 
and three health-lifts. It has evening 
classes in ancient and modern languages, 
literature, vocal music, elocution, drawing, 
phonography, penmanship, and English 
branches, and also gives special instruction 
in some of these branches, like music and 
elocution. It also has regular sociables and 
entertainments, free to all members of the 
Society, and lecture courses to which the 
public can gain admission at a merely nomi- 
nal price. The membership is now in excess 
of 1,000, but the Society has ample accommo- 
dations fora much larger number, and, as 
there will undoubtedly be a large number 
who will desire to avail themselves of its ad- 
vantages, we furnish them a few hints from 
the Society’s circulars. The fall term opens 
Sept. 20; the winter term on the first Mon- 
day in January; and the spring term on 
the first Monday in April. There 
are three classes of membership, viz.: $1, 
$5, and $10a year. The $10 membership 
includes the privileges of the gymnasium, 
health-lift, chess club, attendance on any 
two of the evening classes, attendance at the 
sociables, and books from the library. The 
$5 membership includes all of the above 
privileges except the gymnasium, health-lift, 
and chess club. The $1 membership gives 
the use of the library, attendance at the so- 
ciables, and admission to evening classes by 
paying $1 per term for tuition. Upon such 
favorable terms as these, we have no doubt 
that the Athenzum will greatly extend its 
blessings this fall and winter to that large 
class who have no leisure during the day and 
can only devote their evenings to the obtain- 
ing of education.

A REVIVAL NEEDED. 

All agree in this: the difference is, as to 
what it shall be a revival of. The merchants 
and manufacturers complain of hard times 
and no trade; and they want a revival of 
business. It is a seasonable desire. Poli- 
ticians have found a long-continued apathy 
in the people over the struggles of parties, 
and they are busy agitating to produce a re- 
vival of politics preparatory to the next Presi- 
dential campaign. And their arguments are 
not without weight. Earnest Christian men 
are mourning over a wide-spread indifference 
to the claims of God, and are calling fora 
revival of religion. That, too, is a rational 
and seasonable demand. But let us not mis- 
take words for things in any of these 
realms. The business men must not 
consider speculation and an increase of 
paper-money a revival of trade; nor 
must party leaders imagine that an empty 
struggle for place and pelf is a genuine re- 
vival of political principles and aims. We 
are doing our best, every day, to expose such 
delusions, ahd to bring both business and 
politics back to a sound basis of reality, in 
an exchange of the products of actual indus- 
try, and in the use of specie or its true equiv- 
alent forcurrency. Shall we be less practical 
in the matter of religion? A secular paper 
may be a little awkward, sometimes, in 
handling religious questions of this kind, 
and our phraseology may not always have 
been the most happy for our purpose. But 
we know what we mean, and what the pub- 
lie good requires, and what common sense 
teaches, and we have faith that clear-headed 
Christian men will find themselves in harmo- 
ny with our real doctrine, when they come 
to understand it. Let us see if it be 
not so. 

What would be the use of a revival of mere 
dogma? Religion must of course have some 
doctrine, preach some truth, or it would be 
gush and sentiment. But who wishes a re- 
newed zeal for abstract, metaphysical state- 
ments, such as the scholastic divines used to 
make, and such as zealous theological logom- 
achists still delight to fight over; as though 
an intellectual approval of a creed filled with 
them made even an approach to that grand 
virtue which the New Testament calls faith ? 
An attempt to have a revival of dogma Would 
only result in arraying the revivalists in hos- 
tile squadrons, in a very few weeks. At 
present, they are keeping very pleasant com- 
pany, largely because they have consented to 
waive their mutually repellant dogmas, and 
to come together upon the basis of afew sim- 
ple facts and truths. 

Do we want a ritual revival? Not much.

more ical word, which means the 
thing, —a being right with God and man., In 
other words, what this community needs ia a 
renewal of right character; not merely of 
right opinion (or orthodoxy), or of right 
emotion, but of right character. We are 
sure thus is what is wanted, when we see ei- 
dence of so much wrong character, in decep- 
tion, lies, frauds, embezzlements, forgeries, 
briberies, and sensualities, inside of the 
Church as well as outside of it; and have 
reason to fear that a low tone of morals is 
pervading the land more and more. And 80 
we call on the noon-day prayer-meetings, 
here and elsewhere, to lay more emphasis on 
the old Bible doctrine of Kepentance, which 
simply means thorough reformation ; or, as 
the prophet put it Cease to do evil; learn 
to do well.” And did not one of the 
Apostles affirm, that it was of no use fora 
man to claim to love God if he did not love 
man? That was next door to saying that a 
man must be honest before he professed to 
be pious. We beg, then, that the revival 
which is to be may be thorough, and may 
run through the Board of Trade, the luniber 
market, the wholesale and retail stores, the 
banks and insurance companies (to say noth- 
ing of the newspaper offices, secular and 
religious), and put an end to all the little 
and great dishonesties of the day. A friend 
has placed in our hand a very similar testi- 
mony published by President Famncu⁰mu, of 
Oberlin, that centre of revivals; and as 
many will listen to him who will turn a deaf 
ear to us, we give an extract from his 
„Needed Phases of Christianity,” as follows: 

We need to embrace anew the truth that, “ to obey is 
better than sacrifice, and the keeping of the command- 
ments of God better than burnt offerings.” We must 
understand and inculcate the doctrine that righteous- 
ness alone is piety, and obeaience is saving faith ; that 
the highest Christian attainment is nothing more and 
the lowest nothing less ; and that the sole purpose of 
the manifestation of God in the soul is the fruits of 
the spirit, the virtues and the graces of the Christian 
life. The Church needs to be turned toward the ex- 
perience of obedience, and righteousness, and duty- 
doing, as both conversion and sanctification. .. . 
Would it not be a blessing to our land that the next 
great revival should be specially a revival of righteous- 
ness, so that men under its intense heat shall be con- 
verted to honest and soulful obedience, rather than to 
any other experience 7 

There—we could not have said it better 
ourselves ; and we came near to saying it, 
unconsciously, in the very words of a leading 
representative of modern revivalism. It 
must be that we are right, and we beg all the 


brethren to say Amen ! 
RESTRICTIONS UPON MUNICIPAL DEBTS. 
Chicago, notwithstanding the great calamity 
of 1871, may be said to be in a financial con- 
dition that compares favorably with that of 
any other large city in the United States. 
We have before us the annual statements of 
the Comptroller of New York City and the 
Comptroller of Brooklyn. The account of 
the City of New York to the close of July, 
1875, exhibited the following figures: *~

2,065,186 


Increase of debt in the year 

The expenditure of the city during the 
year amounted to $44,207,651. Of this sum 
$8,501,553 was for taxes due to the State, 
leaving a net expenditure of $36,706,098. 
Of this $9,114,782 was obtained from the 
proceeds of bonds. The total income of the 
city from all sources was $40,133,614, and 
the difference between the receipts and ex- 
penditures is represented by the addition to 
the public debt. The city during the last 
year paid $8,257,050 for interest alone, which 
is 60 per cent greater than the entire expend- 
iture of the City of Chicago. 

The City of Brooklyn has a bonded debt 
which, after deducting the bonds in the sink- 
ing fund, amounts to $22,600,264. It has 
also outstanding temporary loans for im- 
provements amounting to $10,685,500, which 
are to be paid out of special assessments 
levied on the property benefited. We have 
no figures by which we can compare these 
results with the past, nor is there any state- 
ment of the sum expended, nor the amount 
raised by taxation. The city bonds include 
$9,000,000 for Prospect Park, $3,000,000 for 
New York bridge, and $1,000,000 more for 
Walabout Bay and Kent avenue basin. The 
New York papers think the $10,000,000 of 
temporary loans must eventually become a 
permanent debt. The city now pays interest 
thereon. « 

Compared with these the debt and expend. 
itures of Chicago seem to be insignificant. 
Our debt is $13,456,000, of which $4,577,000 
are water bonds; the interest on these bonds 
is paid out of the earnings of the Whter De- 
partment, which also supply a sinking fund 
for the extinction of the principal. This 
leaves a debt of about $9,000,000, upon 
which the interest has to be paid by tax. 

The annual appropriations for all pur- 
poses, including interest, averages about 
$5,300,000, of which $300,000 is derived from 
licenses and penalties, and the rest has to be 
paid by taxation. The salvation of this city 
from the enormous debt, annually increasing, 
and from extravagant expenditures, has been 
in the wise prohibition of the Constitution 
of the State, which prohibits the creation of 
any municipal debt beyond 5 per cent of the 
assessed value of the property within the mu- 
nicipality. This absolute limit has worked 
admirably. It arrested the creation of any 
debt in this city since its enactment, and 
forced the City Government to live within 
such expenditure as is authorized by the an- 
nual tax. The doctrine of pay as you go 
has been a success all over the State of Ili- 
nois. The issuing and selling of bonds had 
become a disease. There were towns in this 
State issuing 10 per cent bonds to an amount

In the distress of Chicago following the 
fire the constitutional restriction was consid- 
ered by many as a great injury to the city. 
It was its salvation. Had there been no such 
prohibition, the City Government would have 
taken occasion to havé created a debt that 
would have had no limit gave in the ex- 
haustion of the credit of Chicago. It is 
not an idle speculation to say that, had 
there been no constitutional prohibition, the 
debt of Chicago at this time, instead of being 
$13,456,000, would have been $60,000,000. 
The capacity of a municipal government to 
issue and sell bonds is enormous, and experi- 
ence has shown that no system is so demor- 
dlizing-as that of paying current expenses by 
borrowing money. The New York. Times, in 
an article on the debts of New York and 
Brooklyn, refers to this policy of covering up 
a portion of*each year’s expenditure by the 
sale of bonds, and condemnsit. It says:

The freedom of this city from an excessive 
debt such as overwhelms other cities is due 
to a wise constitutional prohibition which 
compels the City Government to incur no lia- 
bilities beyond the amount of tax levied an 
nually, 


TRUTH WILL OUT. 

A story with several morals comes from 
Windsor, Conn. Forty years ago there wasa 
bank at Windsor. One morning the Cashier 
opened the locked vaults and found-every- 
thing in perfect order, including an ehvelope 
that held, the evening before, $50,000. But 
the money was gone. Detectives were sum- 
moned. They struck what they thought to be 
a trail, and followed it straight to the house 
of Tuomas Emerson, the President of the 
bank. The evidence against him was wholly 
circumstantial, but it seemed pretty clear. 
Within a few short weeks, Emerson ex- 
changed his home at Windsor fora cell at 
Weathersfield,—one of those terrible 4x9 cells 
in which Connecticut used to suffocate as well 
as starve her felons. The ex-President lived 
several years within those gloomy stone walls, 
and then came out to find himself an outcast, 
hated by the plundered community which 
had once honored him. He lived to be an 
old man ; but his crime was never forgotten, 
and he went down to the grave with “‘ thief” 
stamped upon him. The verdict was on rec- 
ord. Every one knew of it. His feeble pro- 
tests were vain to shake the settled conviction 
of his sin. Years after the grass grew over 
his body, a chance stroke of a workman’s 
hammer proved his innocence, and showed 
that he had been one of the many victims of 
circumstantial evidence. The Cashier of 
the bank, the man who discovered the 
theft, died about the time the ex-con- 
vict did. The odor of sanctity hung 
about him. His memory was cherished at 
Windsor as that of a truly good man. In an 
evil moment for his memory the present oc- 
cupant of his old house decided to have it re- 
paired, While the carpenters were at work, 
on Monday of last week, a misdirected blow 
with a hammer sank the head of that tool in- 
to a secret cavity in a wall. A moment's 
investigation showed that the hiding-place 
held the money stolen from the Windsor 
Bank forty years ago. Unless circumstantial 
evidence is again playing tricks with the 
truth, the Cashier stole the money, hid it, al- 
lowed a perfectly innocent man to drag out 
his life with the terrible curse of a conviction 
for felony resting on him, and was afraid to 
ever use the money for the sake of which he 
barteredhis soul. The Springfield Republican 
says that there is quite a sensation” in 
Windsor on account of this revelation. The 
fact is not surprising. 


THE LAKE-SHORE DRIVE. 

Among the damage done by the late severe 
wind and rain-storm, Chicago. has suffered 
from the serious breaks that have been made 
in the lake-shore drive all the way from 
North avenue to the northern limit of Lin- 
coln Park. From North avenue south to 
within two or three blocks of the Water- 
Works, the shore has been protected by a 
line of piles which have been placed imme- 
diately adjoining the roadway. Along the 
line of the park, however, from North ave- 
nue to the north, the practice was adopted of 
placing a continuous breakwater along the 
shore in the shape of a box filled in with 
some sténe and a good deal of sand, dirt, and 
rabbish of one kind and another. The re- 
cent storm has demonstrated the uselessness 
of these boxes as a protection for the beach. 
The Park Commissioners have expended sev- 
eral thousand dollarsin work which onestormy 
night sufficed to destroy. The waves acted 
like a vast scooping machine controlled 
by the resistless elements. In some places 
they broke down the breakwater box altogeth- 
er and in others dashed overit. In both 
cases they fastened upon the sand and, in re- 
turning, scooped it out into the lake by car- 
loads at a time. The danger of a severe storm 
to the lake-shore drive must have been well 
known, since more than one residence built 
along the shore had been abandoned in form- 
er years on account of the insecurity of the 
foundation and the difficulty in providing 
protection at a reasonable cost. The Com- 
missioners of Lincoln Park probably thought 


they had overcome this difficulty, but the first 


hard storm has shown them their mistake. 
There is but one of two things to be done 
with the damaged drive-way. One is to drive 
piles along the edge of the road, as has been 
done in the stretch from the Water Works 
to the entrance of the park. The other 
—and we think the better way—is to go 
out about a quarter of a mile from 
the shore, drive piles, and fill in with stones, 
thus inclosing a basin bounded by the park 
on the west, the breakwater on the east,’ and 
piles reaching out from the northern end of 
the park. This would make a boat-park 
which would be practically a part of Lincoln 
Park, and furnish a pleasant and safe basin 
for rowing and sailing; the piles would also 
serve as a landing for tugs and little steamers 
taking pleasure parties to the park. This 
plan would cost but little more than the 


of every fall are to wash it away in places 
and impose an expense and loss of several 
thousand dollars a year. It is much better 


that a little more money be expended at the 


start, and thus assure it protection. The 
boat-park which the piling in the lake will 
provide will also be an additional attraction 
to the drive, besides furnishing a safe and 
delightful place for pleasure-sailing and ama- 
teur regattas. We hope that the Lincoln 
Park Commissioners may recognize the ad- 
visability of this course, and proceed by the 
plan we have suggested. 


The tests of the pressure of the Custom- 
House piers, under the supervision of the 
present Government Commission, are more 
thorough, and promise to be more satisfac- 
tory, than any that have been made hereto- 
fore. They are testing the capacity of the 
concrete, of the concrete and the soil, and of 
the soil alone. In the case of the concrete a

pressure of twenty tous per square foot, or 
about six times what the actual pressure will 
be, has been superimposed without causing 
the concrete itself to give way. This result 
is to be noted with sincere gratification, for, 
so long as this enormous weight does not 
cause the slightest deflection in the solid con- 
crete on which the building rests, there is no 
possible danger of injury to the building, 
much less a tottering of the walls. In test. 
ing the soil alone a pressure of four tons was 
made to the square foot, and it was found 
that there was a settlement only of 1§ 
inches; when the pressure was reduced to 
one-half ton, it was found that the soil re- 
covered itself about 3-16 of an inch. From 
this it will probably be concluded that there 
is a limit to the compression of the subsoil, 
which is reached when all the water has been 
pressed out. After this the solid clay is left, 
and no accumulation of weight can make any 
greater impression upon it than upon 60 
much solid rock. This was the theory of the 
local architects and the City Engineer, and 
not only does it appear entirely reasonable in 
itself, but the tests of the present Commis- 
sion seem to confirm it. } 

The only difficulty that presents itself in 
case this theory is correct is that, the pressure 
of some piers being greater than that of 
others, it may be that the lighter piers will 
not exert sufficient pressure to squeeze out 
all the water in the subsoil. In such case 
the heaviest piers would exert a depres- 
sion of, we will say, two inches,—the highest 
possible compression; the lighter piers 
will depress, we will say, not more than one 
inch, or about half as much. Then there 
would be some slight cracks in the walls, 


perhaps. We believe that all builders and | 


engineers will agree that cracks of this de- 
scription cannot jeopardize the safety of such 
Titanic walls as those of the Custom-House, 
resting upon a solid bed of concrete. They 
may be offensive to the nice and critical eye ; 
they may reflect upon the original architect 
of the building, and they will mar the archi- 
tectural beauty of the structure; but they 
will not endanger its safety. Moreover, there 
is reason to believe that the continuous and 
steady pressure of the lighter piers will in 
time express from the clay all the water there 
is in it, and then there will be a uniform set- 
tlemént at the extreme limit, and the cracks 
will disappear. 

If the tests of the present Government 
Commission bear out this theory, as we have 
reason to believe they will, there is little 
doubt but that the Commission will report 
adversely to the demolition of the walls. We 
think that the majority of the Commission 
are satisfied that the people of Chicago pre- 
fer to confront an occasional slight crack in 
the wall, or a discoloration in the stone, if 
the consequences are to bd no more serious, 
rather than to incur the loss of several years’ 
time and $1,200,000 in money incident to the 
tearing down of the walls and beginning all 
over again. If the Commission, after the 
most thorough tests, become satisfied in their 
own minds that the walls finished on the 
present foundation will stand securely, and 
that the building will be perfectly safe 
for all time, we do not doubt that 
they will recommend a resumption of 
work, It is likely that they will, as they 
should, animadvert severely upon the 
stone-inspection, and the manner in which 
the work has beem done so far. It 
is also probable that they will suggest the re- 
moval of the worst stone, and the exaction 
for the future of a better quality of stone 
than has been accepted heretofore; they 
may also suggest some other valuable changes ; 
but we do not believe that mere architectural 
defects that do not jeopardize the safety of 
the building will induce the present Commis- 
sion to recommend a sacrifice of $1,200,000 
to remedy them. 

THE LAY PREACHERS. 

The practice of Lay-Preaching is becoming 
very general in this country. The ambition 
to stand in the pulpit and exercise the influ- 
ence peculiar to a dim, religious light” 
seems to be rapidly supplanting the mania 
which has been known as cacathes scribendi. 
Writing for the newspaper or printing a 
brochure for private circulation no longer sat- 
isfies the amateur. He longs for the greater 
satisfaction of personal contact, and the op- 
portunity of appealing to the strongest emo- 
tions in the human character, with the advan- 


tage of an auditorium and surroundings that 


command the respect, and foster the atten- 
tion, and excite the enthusiasm, of his hear- 
ers. The pulpit offers advantages immeasura- 
bly superior to those of the lecture-room, the 
bar, or the political stump. It must be the 
observation of something of this kind 
which has led men of otber pursuits 
to take to preaching as a sort of 
diversion. The success of a few of those 
who have tried it has stimulated others toa 
similar effort, until the practice has become 
notable. A well-known banker who was in- 
timately associated with the panic of 1873 
supported several Episcopal churches in order 
to indulge occasionally in a part of the ser- 
vices. The editor of Harper's Weekly, and 
one of the most successful Utterateurs of 
America, presides regularly over Sunday ser- 
vices. Nearly every large community counts 
several business or professional men who 
have taken to the pulpit as an occasional res- 
pite. Not to go out of Chicago, we may 
count a dozen. Mr. Moopy himself was a 


fervor of personal religious enthusiasm. Maj. 
Josxrn H. Col, who has taken up the cause 
in England where Mr. Moor left it, ap- 


vantages are mainly on the side of the 


professiczal preachers. The continuance 


and popularity of Lay-Preaching can 

fail to make an inroad upon the gorgeous 
edifices, church formalities, theological hair- 
ing so far furnishes a practical demonstration 
that long preparation, dogmatic schooling, 
controversial discussions, and exclusive devo- 
tion to the ministry as a profession are not es- 
sential to success in the pulpit. If this notion 


gains ground it will do much toward thinning 


out the ranks of a large class of professional 
preachers who have not the talent or brillian- 
cy to command good positions, and who are 
fastened upon poor communities with Scarce- 
ly enough pay to eke out an existence. It 
would be a blessing to these people and to 
the communities in which they live if their 
thoughts were turned towards making a liv- 
ing in some other field; and, if it comes to 
be felt that strong, earnest, and energetic 
men can make a living during the week and 
hold the attention of their neighbors to re- 
ligion of a Sunday, the ranks of the profes- 
sional clergy will be considerably weeded 
out. So soon as the idea prevails that a 
straight-cut coat and a white band about the 
neck are not necessary to pulpit success and 
religious fervor, there will be fewer hangers- 
on in the clerical profession, with advantages 
to the pulpits and the congregations. 

The success of the Lay Preachers is not so 
surprising as it would appear at the first 
blush. The only reason why itis regarded 
as remarkable is because of the lack of pre- 
liminary training and great learning. But 
experience proves that these are more than 
counterbalanced by the acute personal inter- 
est, the great religious fervor, and the prac- 
tical knowledge of the world which they bring 
to their new work. The ambition of the reg- 
ular preacher is professional; he desires” to 
excel in the defense of the particular dogma 
he has espoused, in the advancement of his 
denomination, in the popularity of his own 
Church,’ in the literary merit of his sermons, 
and in all directions which a lawyer, a physi- 
cian, or a journalist takes in his profession. 
The Lay Preacher, on the other hand, usually 
goes at his work as a labor of love, with the 
single purpose of touching the hearts of the 
people and infusing into others the same re- 
ligious zeal he has himself experienced. He 
is restrained by no formalities, and does not 
stumble over dogmas and technicalities. If 
embarrassed, it is an embarrassment that wins 
the sympathies of his hearers. He is a 
practical man who is in actual daily contect 
with the temptations and selfishness of the 
world; not a recluse wrapt up in bodks, 
buried in his study, and engrossed in the 
burning of midnight oil. He is divested of 
professional formalities and peculiarities, and 
appears on a plane with his audience. 

The Lay Preacher, however, is nothing if 
not natural. The error made by the latest 
Chicago accession to the ranks is that he fell 
into one of the common professional errors, — 
that of attributing to the influences of re- 
ligion the advancement of science and civili- 
zation. He could not enter upon this ques- 
tion (which is not at all essential to the 
maintenance of more! influence) without 
making a labored effort. History does not 
sustain the position he took, and able and 
more experienced men have attempted 
theological demonstrations of it. It is 
not the field for a Lay Preacher. It is 
the subject for a thesis, a proposi- 
tion for formal discussion, in which the 
clergy would take one side and the historical 
student the other. Mr. Gasserre should not 
have attempted in his very first effort to con- 
trovert Buckie and Lecxre, Tywpann and 
Darn. He should have left that to the 
professional preachers, whose business it is 
in some Sense to stand by the mystic power 
of the Church. The province of the Lay 
Preacher is much better conceived by such 
men as Moopr, Cots, Farwert, Maj. Wan- 
Piz, and Jacons, who appeal to the religious 
element in the human character without con- 
fusing it with the problems of civilization or 
the doubts of science. It requires special 
preparation to handle these questions on the 
part of the Church. The success of the Lay 
Preacher must depend upon his natural 
fervor, his personal magnetism, and an ab- 
sorbing desire to impress his own faith and 
devotion upon all who hear him, and imbue 
them with the same sentiments. Such were 
the style and devotion of Joun Boxrax, the 
author of the immortal Pilgrim's Progress,” 
and the best of all models perhaps, for the 
„Lay Preacher.”

THE EXPOSITION ART-CALLERY: 
4. D. SHATTUCK. 


Tun Tano to-day resumes its criticisms of 
the collection of pictures at the Exposition, com- 
mencing with A. D. Shattuck (N. A.) wno has 
the first group of pictures on the south wall of 
the northeast room, ten in number. This artist 
is a native of New Hampshire, began his artistic 
studies under a portrait painter in Boston about 
1851, continued his studies at the Academy in 
New York, and opened a studio there somewhere 
about twenty years ago. He is now a little over 
40. A simultaneous exhibition of the works of 
Shattuck, Colman, and McEntee some years ago 
caused them to be compared with each other. 
The last-named artist has a group in one of the 
east rooms, and a comparison of the artists at 
the present time shows a strong difference be- 
tween them. McEntee paints in great variety, 
with’ strong characterization of his subject. ex- 
pressing the weather or the season with great 
distinctness; Shattuck represents the place 
rather than the sentiment, and is distinguished 
for excellence in details, foreground, for in- 
stance, in which the present large picture is 
strong. Autumn landscapes, especially in White 
Mountain scenery, are his favorite subjects, of 
which (No. 44) „ White Hills in October” is a 
fine example. esheep (Nos. 46, 47, and 53) 
are the most pleasing of the small pictures. 
Grace, pastoral effect, and likeness to Nature, are 
to be looked for in Shattuck. 

The groups of the eastern range of galleries 
are reached next, the particular ornament of the 
Exposition. Four pictures of

two landscapes and two of the genre piotures, 
for which he is best known, make up his group. 
Nos. 115 and 118 are wood interiors, looking up 
and down a ravine, bright and painstaking. It 
would appear that wood interiors are not easy to 
make into effective pictures. If we go through 
the galleries and examine such pictures as we 
can find of this class, No. 349, of Richarde’ 
group, and Hetzel’s Shade Creek” (No. 713), 
for instance, both careful studies and good 
paintiogs, we shall get some notion of the difli- 
culties. A few figures, a boy withagun or 
some children with bright clothes, would add to 
the interest of the pictures, but would take off 
all the attention from the principal aim of the 
artist, the representation of natural objects and 
the expression of seciusion. 

It is by the figure-pictures like Tes or No” 
(No. 116) and Walk In” (No. 117) that Brown 
has reached his reputation, though this group 
on tae whole falls below a fair representation of 
him. A little picture of a bootblack, ‘* Dall 
Times” (No. 422), in the corridor, and a little 


-sun-lit girl in the southwest room, Sunlight 


and Shadow (No. 731), are fully as good ex- 
amples of Brown's usual production as those in 
the group, and there is a water-color also, of 
children at a watering-trough, ‘ Putting His 
Foot in It (No. 521, corridor). which ought to 
be taken into account. The sunshine effects of 
the two last pictures, and also of the giri's figure 
in “Walk In,” are favorites of the artist. 
Yaithfalness and high finish, such as are exhib- 
ited conspicuously in the carefully-dressed and 
well-bred but not too spirited young gentleman 
and lady who have reached a critical point in 
„es or No,” appear to be among the chief 
aims of the artist. Brown isa New York artist 
of English birth, now getting well into middle 
age, popular for somewhat humble and genre 
subjects. 
Let the visitor who does not like these step to 
the left. sez:a vi tie door, aud examine 
WINSLOW HOMER'S GROUP. 
Nobody is of two minds about these—it is yea or 
nay, and that s ily, too often the latter. 
These lovers, The Course of True Love (No. 
110), have a different time under the shade of the 
hay-mow from Brown's gentle folk. This man is 
plainly a farmer: Brown is probably bookkeep- 
erinabank. The drawing of the giri's figure, 
the averted, petuiant expression, are admirable. 
There is a red ear of corn at their feet which 
warrants the suspicion that the rustic 
lover bas found it and presumed on a lib- 
erty warranted by tradition, which he is 
obliged to explain. Homer is one of the 
rising young artista whom Jarves looks to to 
cure us of the damage expericoced from Leutze. 
These six pictures show his hand perfectly. 
*‘Gloucester Harbor” (No. 111) at the top is in 
the style made familiar to the visitors of the 
New York water-color exhibitions by the pages 
of hié sketch-books, always spirited and vigor- 
ous. As Homer is a marked mag and not a pop- 
ular favorite, some of his qualities are worth 
pointing out. First, he draws well, as will 
be clear from a careful inspection of the 
present pictures without reference to their color. 
The admirable outline and pose of the figures; 
such as the girl with the milk-pail in No. 108,.is a 
merit of Homer rarely though occasionally (as 
in our spring exhibition of water-colors) want- 
ing. The artist is plainly arriving at other ob- 
ects than to make pretty 
act inexplicable to persons particy- 
larly conversant with artist life. There 
are groups of pictures bere—William Hart's 
landscapes for instance, and perhaps 
Brown's genre pictures before spoken of—in 


which decorative effect seems to be one of the. 


principal objects. Other groups, such as Whit- 
tredge’s, are marked by effort after reality, and 
others, like William Beard's, by the intelligence 
of the artist. The common — that —— 
ought to paint pretty pictures, ve no rig 
n ugly ones, is true to the extent that it is 
their duty to uce that which shal! give pleas- 
ure to some class of minds, which shall in some 
way be interesting and satisfactory to worthy 
that a profession 
prof well as clever men, 
thoughtful ones as well as dexterous, should 
have a thousand different objects in view besides 
pleasing the popular, uncultivated fancy. The 
artists may, in their early studies, be satisfied 
with producing merely pleasing, finely-finished 
works; but itis almost a matter of course 
the

Buffalo as we can here, but unfortunately the 
gallery is accessible to our own bad artists. One 
thing is noticeable to the attentive observer of 
these fine pictures of Le Clear, as in all good

ie im av adjacent corner, six in number, includ- 
ing one lady. Less emic than Le Clear in 
execution, Sellstedt is more forcible iu color, the 
one pointin which Le Clear has lately been 
criticised. The portrait of himself is the finest 
of the group, every way excellent, and express- 
ive of character. Selistedt is a Swede by birth. 
The Swedes, as is well known, inherit no dis- 
tinctive last name, and Selistedt is derived from 
the salt production of the district where the 
artist was reared in humble life. He used to 
sai! upon our lakes, but, some twenty-five years 
ago, settled in Buffalo, and for the last fifteen 

ears bas been painting good portraits. Per- 
— the most remarkable thing in his career is 
bis independence of association with other artists. 
His membership of the National Academy is 
dated 1875. He bas spent all his artistic life in 
Buffalo, far from the stimulus of the fellowsbip, 
of brother artiste, which is almost a necessity to 
most paicters, and has worked up to his present 
excellence by his own ability and force of char- 
acter. If, as has been said, itis the mark of 
true genius to build its own fire,” Sellstedt pos- 
sesses the sacred flame. For at force and 
merit generally the portrait by Phillips and the 
heads of Shirlaw before spoken of, and perbaps 
the neighboriug beads of Freer (Nos. 610, 611 
southwest room) are worth examining. Bad 
portrrits can be found readily, destitute of good 
drawing, true coloring, or similitade, and be- 
tween the extremes of decidediy good and ob- 
trysively bad there are in this collection pictures 
of this class in all styles of composition, or, it 
might be said, in all stages of decomposition. 

Two groups of landscapes and views on the 
east side of the nortbeast room attract the ad- 
miration of all the better class of spectators, — 

CASILEAR'S AND SANFORD GIFFORD’S GROUPS, 
Tne latter is on the whole likely to bear off the 
palm in the whole exhibition for peaceful, pure, 
and satisfactory beauty. The art displayed in 
the arrangement of the groups is as great, 
though aiso as well concealed, as that in the 
single pictures. The light comes from the same 
quarter in all, excepting, perhaps, ove of the 
little Alpine views. 

The central picture, ‘‘San Giorgio, Venice” 
(No. 152), is ineredibiy beautiful, the fair and 
famous isle of architecture floating lightly upon 
the golden waters. It is so true that travelers 
recognize the painted sails of particular boats; 
it is so luminous and sweet that comment aod 
criticism lay down their arms. If you 
get separated from your friends in 
the Exposition look for them before 
this picture. If yon do not find them there, 
they will find you. Sanford R. Gifford (N. A.)— 
not to be counfounded with R. Swain Gifford, 
the painter of coast scepes—is another New York 
boy, from Saratoga County, the son of an iron- 
manufacturer. He was educated an artist, 
studied in the best ateliers in Europe, and hav- 
ing acquired technical skill, turned to the source 
of all successful art, the atudy of Nature. The 
present group is Oriental aod European, but 
Gifford has been versatile in subjects, and it is 
only since recent journevs in the East that he 
has been especially known as he is here. He 
also has painted coast scenes, and the names of 
some of his former pictures indicate their sub- 

ects: ‘*The Coming Storm,” owned by Edwin 
oth, “Camp of the Seventh Regiment,” 
„First Skating of the Season,“ Mt. Mansfield.“ 
etc. Gifford was a member of the Seventh 
Regiment of New York, and went to the War 
repeatedivy—with the regiment, in cases of emer- 
gency. He has been an Academician for the last 
twenty years. One of the most strikiag of the 
present pictures is Memnon (No. 103), a 
simple view of the great Theban image which 
site calm in the sunshine with a placidity which 
seems to rebuke modern degeneracy. The 
framing of these pictures is well studied, as well 
as their other points. Gifford is fully possessed 
with the artistic instinct, seizes beauty and 
paints it with skill and intelligence, aims not at 
a moral, but at the sentiment of the beautiful. 
CASILEAR'S GROUP, 
next to the north, is another thing altogether. 
Casilear was brought up an engraver, and fol- 
lowed that art for many years. These pictures 
show it iu the clean outlines, definite treatment, 
and disposition of weight and masses, which 
would be effective even. without the color. The 
large central picture, Twilight, Catskill Moun- 
tains (No. 144), is a beautiful representation 
of the quality of a clear, post-sunset sky, 
so bright as to kill out all the detail of 
the mountains against it excepting the sim- 
ple outline. The brook in the wood, a little pic- 
ture, the upper one to the right. is a sweet, 
finished picture that anybody would like to pos- 
eoss. Durand and Cole were Casilear’s masters 
in yy art, and he studied with the former 
abroad, the necessities of those dependent 
upon him kept him long at work upon his busi- 
ness, engraving bank-notes, and it was late 
when he was free to devote himself to painting. 
Correctness, purity of atmosphere, patient fin- 
ish, the qualities of an engraver, are among the 
conspicuous merits of lear, an immense con- 
trast to George Innees.

He ‘is de- 
servediy successful at present, command- 
ing better prices than most other artists, espe- 
cially for water-colore. The eritically disposed 
may ponder whether the difference of atmosphere 
in the two pictures — Sunday in Devonshire " 
and ‘‘Showery Day, Isle of Wight” (Nos. 101 
aod 104)—is not too slight for the contrast of 
weather. If you want particular species of trees, 
Bellows is not the man to execute them. His 
Lombardy poplars are distinguishable, but all 
the rest of his trees are clothed in the foliage of 
apple trees, and represent green, pleasant shade in 
general. Characterization of this kind is not what 
be is after, and it must be looked for elsewhere. 
Bierstadt's fine oaks, by the way. are meant for 
cottonwoods, but cottonwoods resemble every- 
thing.—witness the fine elm-like tree at the foot 
of Eighteenth street.

WATER-COLOR PORTRAITS. 

The following observations on painting heads 
in water-color are from the notes of a pupil of 
Mrs. Murray, aud are worth putting into priut: 

When the general proportions are correctly fixed, 
the features should be more carefully drawn, deline- 
ating all the details of particular parte with beauty 
and precision, andin a somewhat angular manner, 
instead of the smooth, uncertain way which y 
characterizes ers. When complete, rub the 
outline with stale, not hard, breadcrumbs, until it is 
very faint. 

Coloring : Confirm with flesh-color those parts of 
the outline which hold shadow. Put in all the shadows 
with moderate-sized brash and liquid color, following 

— softening that 
rounds inte the 
face, Shadows composed of cobalt, lake, or 
carmine, and Indian yellow. In dark completions 
biue and yellow predominate, in blonde blue and la ke. 
Next to shadows, paint all the face, except white of 
eyes, 1 ween — — and — der- 
Pp , en 4 int the hair, 
first with a wash of pure lake — ; when thet is 
dry, repeat wash of flesh-color over face, and, when 
nearly but not quite dry, paint red of cheek. When 
this is dry, wash over locks of hair with faint wash of 
indigo, which let dry and then paint dark shades with 
very thick, broad touches composed of lake, sepia, 
and indigo, laid on very flat, leaving lights clear and 
sharp. An intermediate tint may be used in finishing 
the hair to combine dark and light shades. The dark- 
er parts may be intensised with pure lake worked 
over the black. Eyes and eyebrows, if dark, may be 
painted with sepia, modified with any other 
colors to correspond with colors par- 
ticular subject. The punil is in all cases black. The 
iris, dark or light, may be painted first, and allowed to 
dry; then the pupil, putting in strong light last with 
Chinese white, which may be used conveniently from 
the left thumb-nail. For black eyelashes sepia, Indigo, 
and lake; sepia and yellow,{f blonde, This first 
sketch ——— be finished at first sitting.

The Study and Genius Involved in 
Printing Fancy Posters. 


Chicago a Leader Among Cities 
in This Respect. 


The Eminence Attained by “The Evening 
Journal” Printing-House. 


The Most Artistic Establishment in 
the Country. 


Bhining in bright hues from great brick 
wails, glancing in rainbow tints from 
fences, bill- boards and curb-stones, the 
show-bills of the period challenge sdmir- 
ation and attention at every turu, and en- 
hance the picturesque attractiveness of every 
metropolis.

The greater part of 
the finer grades of stock is shown by profession- 
al dealers, rize-takers at every fair iu the country. 
Single beasts are often worth more money than 
the average Wisconsin farmer ever in his wildest 
dreams hoped to become possessed of. They 
belong to capitalists and associations of import- 
ers and persons who have found it lucrative to 
import blooded stock and exhibit for prizes al 
over the country; and to another class who ex- 
hibit for purposes of sale. 
Thus, the fair of the day, in Wisconsin, from 
being a representation of bome produce, home 
manufactures, home industry, home thrift, and 
nome inventions, has become a vast advertising 
medium. In that capacity we must learn to deal 
with it. Oriticisms of such wares, products, and 
auimals as are generally shown in our fairs, this 
yoar, are worth their weight in greenbacks to 
any respectable newspaper. 
u poultry, the show was poor, a failure. The 
Fine Aris Hall contained some few fine speci- 
mens that redeemed it from mediocrity, but, 
speaking generally, was a mere photograph gal- 
lery, with Yankee notions thrown in. ® cat- 
tle and stock were mauly shown by professional 
importers, and men whose names can be found 
allover the couutcy.

RACINE. 
THE STORM OF SUNDAY. 

Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Racten, Wis., Sept. 11.—With last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE came the worst wind-storm we have 
experienced for a long time. Just as day was 
breaking a strong, steady wind was blowing 
from the southwest, and as the sun rose above 
the horizon, the clouds, which had until then 
presented a dark, stormy look, assumed a pe- 
euliar yellowish tint, streaked with green. About 
7 o'clock the wind died away for quite an interval, 
until the silence was almost painful. Away off 
to the westward could be heard « sound like the 
roar of a heavy rain on dry autumnal leaves, 
while the atmosphere was dark as the clouds. 
About half-past 7 the hurricane struck the city 
with terrific violence; the mad wind was laden 
with branches, boards, and ali manner of debris. 
Chimneys were carried away from many houses ; 
siiingles, bricks, and stones were rattling 
against the buildings. rendering it un- 
safe to venture out. Our industrious Tam 
une vender had the temerity to try it, 
but just got as far as C-a-v-n-c-a-n-G-0 Trr—,” 
when boy and voice were lost in the howl of the 
elements. After the storm was over the young 
Arab was found among the lumber-piles near the 
lake-shore, bemoaning his ill-luck in not having 
been ballasted with one or two copies of the 
Times, which would have defied the efforts of 
the wind to carry away.

With the exception of the 
wreck of a dozen or so of chimneys, the littering 
of sidewalks and lawns with rubbish, the dam- 
age was trifling, compared to what might natu- 
rally have been expected. The day developed 
into one of the Warmest of the season, but to- 
wards night the atmosphere cooled, the clouds 
all passed away, and the stars gemmed the sky 
gloriously. 


MORE OF IT. 

Bat itseemed as if the storm of the Sabbath 
morning was but the premonition of a terrible 
weok, At intervals, great dark banks of clouds 
would cover the sky almost instantly, beavy 
showers of rain fell, accompanied by terrific 
thunder and wind. On Wednesday, the convul- 
sions of the week seemed to culminate in a 
grand combat of the elements through all the 
stretch of country between the Mississippi and 
the lake. The morning of that terrible night 
dawned ineuspiciousty, heavy showers kept con- 
stently falling, the wind blew great guns, and 
the thunder, away off to the west ward,, indicated 
that a great storm was ragingin that direction. 
When darkness gathered, the sky was so overcast 
with thick clouds that the moon imparted no 
light whatever. About half-past 9 the rain came 
down in pailaful, deluging the streets until each 
one presented the appearance of a miniature 
river. The lightning was 80 intense and ire- 
quent that minute objects were constantly dis- 
cernibie, aud the crash aud deep roll of the 
thunder wae grand in the extreme. 

RAILBOAD LOSSES. 

The telegraph advised the Western Union Ra- 
road officials located here that great damage had 
been done to life and property on the line, near 
Beloit. Fortunately the Western Union escaped 
with only the lous of property, but the Chicago 
& Northwestern were more unfortunate, aud 
vague messages were being constantly received, 
estimating the joss of life all the say from five 
to twenty. The particulars of the wreck of 
Western Union freight tram No. 5, from Racine 
to Savanna, at Turtle Creek bridge, between 
Darien sod Allen’s Grove, were sens@hona} in 
the extreme. The tremendous rush of the 
freshet had carried away the trestle-work of the 
bridge, leaving the road-bed apparently sound, 
until the heavy train plunged headlong into the 
rushing torrent. Engine and cars were piled in 
a promiscuous heap, until the strength of the 
waters carried the 28 part of the train down 
with the stream. The fireman—a heroic fellow, 
as will presently appear—gave a graphic de- 
scription of the terrible scene, The train 
was running schedule time, a sharp watch being 
kept by both engineer and fireman for danger 
ahead, but the intense darkness of the night 
prevented — being distinguished with cer- 
wainty beyond the contracted glare of the head- 
light. The rain came down in perfect torrents, 
the crash of the thunder was something awfal, 
and the incessant flashes of the lightning oaly 
left the darkness more dense than before, The

AT HOME. 
ORGAN-OPENING AT r. JAMES’ CHURCH. 

The informal opening of the admirable organ 
just erected in the new St. James’ Church took 
place on Tuesday evening last. The audience 
was quite large, and coasisted chiefly of musical 
connoisseurs, who universally expressed them- 
selves as délighted with the power, variety, and 
beauty of tone of the instrument. Quite a varied 
programme of selections and improvisations was 
presented, as foliows:

The organ is so good that it deserves a more 
detailed examination than we are usually able to 
give new organs. The back-bone of an organ is 
the diapason work. Both the great organ” 
diapasons (the 16 and 8) are of rare beauty of 
tone. ‘They are full, mellow, clear, even, and in 
every way satisfactory. Mr. Eddy pronounced 
them the best diapasons he had heard in the 
United States, and in this opinion the other or- 
ganists fully concurred. The soft 8-foot stops, 
(the gamba, doppel flote, and spitz flote) are ex- 
tremely well voiced and greatiy enrich the tone- 
fapric of the great organ. On this foundation is 
superimposed the usual overwork, the octave, 
super-octave, and a very brilliant 
mixture of five ranks. These harmonie stops, 
instead of screaming and snarling, as is too 
often the case, blend beautifully with the 
foundation work, and build up one of the most 
delightful ensembles we have ever heard. Add 
to this flue-work the splendid 8-foot trampet 
and the clarion (4-foot), and we have a body of 
tone in the highest degree solid, telling, and 
satisfactory,—necither uvsabstactial for want of 
proper foundation, screamy in the treble, nor 
lum and dumpy, but, as said before, brilliant, 
solid, clear, rich, and musical. We are the more 

rticular bere because this balance of tone is 
2 sense au accident, but purely the result of 
kill and care on the part of the builder,—e sk ill 
and care here shown to be of the first order of 
merit. 

The swell organ, of course, we judge from a 
different standpoint, since its particular office is 
to afford soft and delicate effects. Here we turn 
first to the stops commonly used for solo pur- 
poses, the oboe, cornopœon, and vox humana, 
all of which are of superior quality. The full 
swell organ ie extremely rich and powerful. The 
solo orvat has the usual array of finely-vyoiced 
solo stops, the geigen, principal, melodia, flute 
d@’amour, piccolo, and ciarionet, The latter is 
especialiy prompt of speech, bright and spark- 
ling in quality, and not so impossioly loud as we 
sometimes find organ clarionets. The full solo 
organ is further enriched by avery soft 16efoot 
stop, which adds very much to the body of tone, 

The draw-stop action is easy and quiet; the 
key-action even, reliable, and delicate to the 
touch. The pneumatic lever is applied to the 

reat organ and its couplings, and the mechan- 
cai movements are numerous and extremely 
convenient. 

So that, test it as you will, in the musical qua)- 
ity, variety, and balance of tone; in even and 
abundant wind supply ; in ingenuity and smooth 
working of the mechanical movements, or even 
in elegance of exterior—in every respect we 
have here to do with an organ of 
superior and enduring excellence, a most 
complimentary certificate to the artistic 
skillof the builders, Messrs. Johnson & Son, of 
Westfield, Mass. Apropos of the new organ, we 
understand that Mr. C. A. Havens has been en- 
gaged as organist and director of music at this 
church. Mrs. Addie Havens is to be the soprano. 
The alto is from Boston. The tenor and bass, 
Messrs. Holbrook and Bowen, are well-known in 
our local musical circles.

ashingtoo and Clack streets. The cargo was 
va ued at $8,000, and is insured for $7,000 in 
the Pacific Mutual Marine [nsurance Company 
of New Yurk City. The lost steamer was on her 
first tcip fur Stewart & Co., and was one of sev- 
eral steamers engaged in the Saginaw salt trade. 
competition witathe other wle having rep- 
dered the ca:rying trade io that staple quite ex- 
teusive. There were reports cument chat James 
Stewart was the owner of the suaken propeller, 
but they are incorrect; be had oo interest in 
the vessel outside of the cargo. Tue water is 
very deep off Point Au Sable, and the 
great weight of the load will tend 
to sink the ve sel so far that it will be almost 
un ossible to raise ber, though it is possible ef- 
forts will be made to do so. 

The Captain of the Maves bas no settled ovin- 
ion regardiog the siuking of the vessel. As will 
be seen in bis interview, be says she swung 
across his bows, got iuto the trough of an un- 
usuallv heavy, though long, sea, and careened 
over on he side and sunk in five minutes. This 
would coavey ibe impregeicn that ber cargo 
shifted, and, being pretty well flied 
with water from the 86a, which 
dashed over ber, guickiv careened on getting. in · 
tothe trough of thesea. It u possible that 
some accident hap; ened tothe machinery, but 
of this nothing is kuown.

The Equinox belonged to the Grand Trunk & 
Sarnia Line, of which Mr. A. T. Spencer, of this 
city, isthe agent. She was bait in Cleveland 
about fifteen yea s ago, aud was thoroughly over- 
bauled during the winter of 1873, atan expease 
of acout $13,000. Nhe was rated B2, and was 
not much in favor wita insurance men, as they 
considered her too old for such immense 
cargoes. Her burden was 870 tons, and oa her 
last down trip she cairfied 25, 000 bu of corn and 
800 bar:els of flour.

All were busy dragging 
ashore and piling up the timbers 
and § lugeing off on their backs the 
ligbt pieces for kindling wood. Most indus- 
trious of them all were the bare-legged, bare- 
headed girls who toted away their baskets of 
kindhng wood atop of their beads, end harried 
to get back for another load.

William Ramsey, fitting up rooms of the Board 
and moving safe, $150; Cameron & Amberg, 
stationery, $252.54; W. O'Hair, Moderator Nintb 


Ward election, $70. 

Tue bill of Timothy Haves for service (extra) 
as custodian at the Gas Works, $22, was first re- 
jected and then cat down to $20, when Tim with- 
drew it, and proclaimed then and there to the 


Board that he'd sue them. 

Thomas F. Gleason's bill for buggy bire as 
Deputy Collector was tabled, when be also noti- 
fied the Board to their faces that he'd sue them, 


and was advised to go ahead. 

About this juncture Thomas F. Giassbrook in- 
terrupted to ask about his bill for services as 
assistant and cashier in the Collector's office 
before Collector O’Brien bad received the books 
end given bis bond. ‘ive bill was for 11-5 
months’ service at $250 per month.
